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PENSION WARR’NTS 
MONEY HELD UP 
FOR LACK OF FUNDS 


On account of the fact that the 
State’s general fund does not con- 
tain sufficient money to supply the 
needed amount to the pension fund 
the Corfederate pension payroll 
due Oc ober 1 and amounting to 
$206,000 cannot be met for sey~ 
eral weeks, it was made known 
Monday by State Treasurer S. H. 
Blaa, This information came to 
The Clipper in a cireular letter 
from the Treasurer’s office. 

Another reason why pension 
warrants issued to Confederate 
veterans and their widows cannot 
be paid October 1 for the quarter- 
ly period beginning on that date 
is that the collection of pension 
or soldier tax for the new fiscal 
year has not yet begun, It will 
he the first time in 56 years that 
this payroll has not been met 
promptly when due, 

The soldier tax amounts to one 
mill, or 10 cents, on each $100 of 
ad valorem tax and is collected 
from October 1 to September 30, 
each year. Pensions are paid in 
advance, warrants issued for pay- 
ment on October 1 representing 
payment for the months of Octo- 
ber, November and December. On 
the first day of the fiseal year, 
however, and before any soldier 
tax is collected, the first quarterly 
payment of pensions falls due, 
The general fund of the state usu- 
ally advances the money for the 
pensions, it is explained, and is re- 
paid gradually as the soldier tax 
is collected, and at the end of the 
year the general fund pays any 
deficit in the pension fund the sol- 
diey tax not being sufficient to pay 
pensions in full. 

Pension warrants will be deliv- 
ered to those they are made pay- 
able to, by probate judges, as us- 
ual, but the warrants cannot be 
paid at the State Treasury until 
money is secured to pay them. 

Notice will be given through the 
papers, it was announced, when 
sension warrants may be present- 
edt at the Treasury for payment.

be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday of November, 
1932, the suid day belng more than 
three months after the adjourn- 
ment of the session of the Leris- 
labure at which the amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday 
after the first Mouday of Novem- 
ber, 1932, is Tuesday, November 8, 
1932, and 

WIIERWAS, notice of such elec. 
tion, together with the proposed 


i 
amendment, Is required by law to 


be given by proclamation of the 
Governor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 
Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice; di- 
' rect and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 8th day of November, 1932, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama in the manner and form as 
required by law, upon the following 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, viz:— 

‘(a) All cities, towns, vil- 
lages, and other municipal cor- 
porations having a population 
of not less than one nor more 
than six thousand are hereby 
authorized to become indebted 
in an amount, including pres- 
ent indebtedness, not exceed- 
ing elght per centum of the as- 
Sessed Valuation of the prop- 
erty therein, as the same is as- 
sessed for State taxation. 
There shall not be included in 
the above limitation of indebt- 
edness the following classes of 
indebtedness, to-wit: (a) tem- 
porary dehts or loans for cur- 
rent expenses to be paid within 
one year, made in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes for 
the current year, and not ex- 
ceeding one-fourth of the gen- 
eral revenue for the preceding 
year: (b) indebtedness already 
or hereafter incurred for pur- 
chasing, acquiring, providing, 
constructing, enlarging or im- 
proving water works, electric 
light and gas and sewage dis- 
posal plants either within or 
without the City Limits; (c) 
indebtedness already or here- 
after incurred for sewer, street, 
sidewalk, and other improve- 
ments whether of a like or of 
any different kind, to the ex- 
tent that the cost thereof has 
been or is proposed to be as- 
sessed against the property 
benefitted thereby; nothing 
contained in this amendment 
shall prevent the funding or re- 
funding of existing indebted- 
edness. Provided that this 
amendment shall not apply to 
municipalities located in Jack- 
son, Marshall, Etowah and St. 
Clair Counties.”

Now is the time for all of us 
farmers to get our eattle fat for 
the winter months. It will take 
just a little time and some work 
but it will pay us all to get busy 
and fix things so we ean fatten 
our cows and yearlings before 
frost kills the grass. Every cow 
in the county should be put on cot- 


ton patches to graze the tops out. 
This will destroy the weevils and 
at the same time fatten your cow. 
If you are a farmer without cotton 


patches, then you should gather 
some corn and run barbed wire 
around a few acres and put your 


yearlings on it at once. If we ean 
get our cattle fat before frost 
comes it will be much easier to 


carry them through the winter 


months. A fat cow can draw on 
her own reserve and live much bet- 
ter than a poor cow can. We only 
have about three months in which 
our cows are lacking for grazing 
in this country and if we ean car- 
ry them right up to that period 
and start them off in the winter 


months with plenty of fat on their 


bones it will be much easier for 
them. A real fat cow ean go two 
months with very little feed before 
he gets real poor. I think we 
hould all get busy at once and 
arrange to fatten all our cows be- 
fore frost. 
ar ae 

Some fellow may say that he 
does not have any cattle, or an- 
other may say that he has no cot- 
ton patches, but this can all be 
arranged for the good of the com- 
munity by allowing the other fel- 
low’s cows to eat out his neighbor's 
field. It means something: to ev- 
ery man in the community if our 
cotton fields are grazed closely. 
We will destroy millions of wee- 
vils by doing this and it should be 
of interest to every one of us. 
Your neighbor’s cotton field may 
cause you to lose five bales of cot- 
ton next year. Every cotton stalk 
should be grazed down at the very 
earliest possible date and it is 
your business as well as mine to 
try to see that this is done on 
your own farm and then on the 
farm of all your neighbors. The 
weevil destroyed more than half 
our crop this year—more than he 
did last year. We simply had a 
heavy infestation this year and 
there are many things which we 
cauld have done to have prevented 
some of it. Now is the time to 
fight the weevil for next year and 
you cannot do better than to see 
that all cotton fields are grazed 
at once,

Did you ever borrow a bunch 
of eattle? Well, if you did not, 
now is the time to borrow a big 
bunch. Fix your cotton field fence 
and then go out and borrow all 
the yearlings you can get and put 
them in your field today.

vils appeared and that they got| 


every square that fell off and that 
they caught every weevil they 
could until the cotton was up about 
knee high. When it got lane. they 
quit but they added about six or 
eight bales of cotton to the’ erop 
by getting the weevil carly, That 
is the right way to do it, but if 
you will destroy the weevils this 
fall there will not be so m: iny next 
spring to look for, A hard winter 
has a lot to do with it, but we ean 
also have a lot to do with it. We 
can destroy weevils and at the 
same time fatten our cattle, and 
I know we should get busy on any- 
thing that works two ways.

By the way, while you are graz- 
ing your coiton tops off will he a 
mighty good time to begin saving 
your cow lot fertilizer, 3e sure 
to pen those cows every night and 
then be sure to save all the drop- 
pings. I know some fellow will 
tell you to just let it be seattered 
over your cotton pateh and that 
it will do just as well but the guy 
who tells you that never did save 
any cow lot fertilizer and for that 
reason he knows nothing about it. 
Fertilizer left in the sun and rain 
from now until next spring is 
worthless and you know it. The 
thing to do is to save it and put 
it right where you want it. Tf it 
is put in the middle of your row 
it helps to grow grass aad makes 
your orop harder to cultivate a: ' 
at the same time does your crop 
very little good. I believe in put- 
ting your cow lot fertilizer right 
where your products can get to it. 
So save your cow lot fertilizer now 
and save it until next spring and 
you will not need to buy much 
commercial fertilizer. Just try 
this one time and if it does not 
work as I tell you I'll give you a 
big watermelon next July right 
out of my patch that was fertilized 
from my cow lot.
